Let’s look at some of that Lee ordinaneé 
to regulate ‘‘jitney’’ buses. It’s impor- 
tant. It coneerns evervbody—vou no less 
than us. 

It requires the bus operator to pay $100 
a vear tax on each machine of seven passen- 
vers or less, and $150 on each of bigger Ca- 
pacity. That covers license tax, paving 
charges, gross revenue tax. 

Is that unreasonable, drastic? 

Every business pavs a license charge. Ad- 
mittedly the ‘‘jitnev’” bus also should pay 
it. 

The pavement is the track for the -“*jit- 
nev’ bus. The operator wears it out while 
running his business for profit. [Is it un- 
fair to ask that he eontribute something for 
his use of it and its maintenance? He cant 
conduct his business without it. The eity 
furnishes it to him. Certainly every rea- 
son that requires us to contribute to paving 
costs is at least applicable to him.: In or- 
der for us to use that right-of-way, though, 
we must invest largely in tracks; and they 
pay property tax. He makes no such 
investment and pays no property tax ex- 
cept on his buses, 

further, from every nickel a bus takes in, 
the. citv loses two per cent that it would 
have gained if we'd collected the nickel. 

Sav a seven-passenger bus takes in $4,000 
avear. It pays $100 tax. Is that unrea- 
sonable to exact of it as substitute for li- 
ecense charges, paving charges, gross reve- 
nue tax? It amounts to two and a half 
per cent of the business done. We pay ten 
per cent. 

The Lee ordinance requires further that 
the ‘‘jitnev’’ bus shall run on the route and 
schedules specified in its grant. 

Is that drastic? 

The city consents to a specific franchise 
that stipulates when and where and how 
the beneficiary is to exercise the privilege. 
It wants to confine the privilege to those 
stipulations. Sav a bus route is estab- 
lished. People along it have a mght ty 
demand at least that the service be depend- 
able, constant, regular. 

gain, without this regulation, what 
would) prevent digression from a ‘given 
route if philandering motives enticed the 
driver into byways with innocent and un- 
puspecting passengers? 

lurther, what otherwise would prevent 
a bus dumping some lone remaining pas- 
senger halfway home and seurryving back 
downtown for a new load? Or-what else 
would insure the eity against quiet relin- 
quishment of the unprofitable outer end 
of a granted route; or against cessation of 
all service during lean hours, though devo- 
tion to it be ardent during those hours that 
are tat? 

The bus operator should be able to 
the route he’s given, and run it on his ap- 
proved schedule—shouldn’t he? We've got 
to do it—because we're a common eéarrier, 
just like he wants to become. 

Another provision of the ordinance: The 
bus. operator shall not stop his cars in the 
street longer than is necessary to take on 
or let off passengers. That’s the law to us. 

Is it drastic? 

Its purpose is to keep traffic moving 
and prevent jaims and blockades, and to 
keep the publie’s couvevances running on 
schedule. A passenger entering a ‘*jitnev”’ 
hus would fume at having to wait with it 
at some corner while the driver collects a 
profitable crowd. 

The ordinance prohibits “‘jitnev”’ buses 
stopping anywhere save at the near right- 
hand corner of street intersection and 
clear of the cross walks. The same law 
governs us. It is to prevent traffie eon- 
yestion and minimize danger. Is it drastic? 

The ordinance requireg each bus to dis- 
play a sign stating its route or destination 
and its owner's name. 

Is that unreasonable? It’s for the pub- 
lic convenience as well as for police sur- 
veillance. How else could the buses be 
identified? And aren't there many reasons 
for identifving them? 

Ordinances similar to the one now pend- 
ing before council have heen passed or are 
under favorable consideration in practi- 
callv every city of the far and middle west 
where ‘‘jitnev’’ buses nave been estab- 
lished.
